In  memory  of  Frances  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Pink,  who  died  the 
23d  of  July,  1791,  aged  66  years. 

Also  Benjamin  Pink,  husband  of  the  above,  who  died  the  2nd 
February  1800,  aged  69  years. 

Reed  (Christian). 

To  the  memory  of  Christian  Reed,  the  wife  of  John  Reed,  who 
departed  this  life  the  16th  of  August  1780,  aged  69  years. 

Also  lieutenant  George  Moubray,  of  the  Royal  Navy,  who 
departed  this  life  the  16th  of  June  1793,  in  the  53rd  year  of  his 
age. 

Shillitoe  (Thomas  and  Elizabeth). 

Near  this  place  lies  the  remains  of  Thomas  Shillitoe,  late  of 
Gosport,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  who  died  29th  April  1773,  aged 
53  years. 

He  died  the  4th  of  August  following,  aged  47  years. 

Way  (John). 

In  memory  of  John  Way,  the  son  of  John  and  Jane  Way,  who 
departed  this  life  the  19th  day  of  March  1740,  aged  28  years,  7 
months  and  10  days.
